LEAVING ESTATE WORTH 


Lenox, Mass., Aug. l l —Andrew Carnegie, 
one of the world’s most prominent financiers, 
steel magnate and philanthropist, died at 7:10 a. 
in. today at his summer home “Shadow Brook” of 
bronchial pneumonia. Ile had been ill but three 
days and the end was entirely unexpected. 
Had Mr. Carnegie lived until Nov. 25 next, he 
would have been 84 years oui. At his bedside at 
the time of death were Mrs. Carnegie1, his private 
secretary, John Boynston, the family physician, 
the members of his home staff. Mrs. Roswell Mil­ 
ler, his daughter, was not present. 
Mr. Carnegie had been enjoying the summer 
in the Berkshire hills, spending most of his time 
at his favorite outdoor pastime—fishing. Three 
lays ago he was stricken with a cold and it rapid­ 
ly developed into pneumonia. His condition, how­ 
ever, did not become alarming until last night. 
News of Mr. Carnegie’s illness w as not known 
among any but the family circle. 
Mr. Carnegie was one of the noted “84 trio” 
summering here, the others being Chauncey M. 
Depew and Chandler Robbins. 
Carnegie was greatly interested in the man­ 
age ment of his estate—Shadow Brook—but spent 
much time this summer fishing in Lake Mahkee- 
nac, bordering his estate. 


New York, Aug. l l —The passing of one of 
the greatest and certainly the most picturesque of 
the world financiers at his Massachusetts sum­ 
mer home today was followed by much specula­ 
tion as to what will become of the Carnegie forf 
tune, variously estimated at between $300,000,000 
and $400,000,000. 
Andrew Carnegie’s wife, who was Louise 
Whitfield, of New York, survives him. He leaves 
only one child, Margaret, who was married re' 
cently to Roswell Miller, a young reserve officer 
in the United States navy. None of the iron mas­ 
ter’s associates professed to know today what 
provisions be made for them in his will, though at 
the time of the wedding Margaret Carnegie was 
called the “world’s richest heiress.”

“The time has come for all H u n g a r­ 
ians to endeavor to put their country 
on a new footing so that it m ay be­ 
come strong and powerful again." 
Asked if the monarchy would he es­ 
tablished, the archduke replied: 
"I cannot sav w hat the re m it will 
be. 
It is for the national assem bly 
to say what we all shall do. 
W e arg 
now preparing for general elections to 
he held in six or eight weeks time. 
Tile ballot will be conducted on d em ­ 
ocratic principles, universal suffrage 
being granted to all over 24 years 
vears of age. O ur only hope is to live 
in close friendship with the entente.”

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We Still Have a Few Tons of 
Pocahontas

Somewhere in the Adirondack Moun 
tains, N. Y., Aug. ll.—Out of the 
inky blackness! that hangs like 
a 
shroud over the Adirondaeks 
these 
nights there blooms 
nightly 
along 
some quiet mountain stream a ghost­ 
like tented village. Its populace is ex­ 
clusive, being limited to Thomas A. 
Edison, Henry Ford, John Burroughs 
and a few of their closest friends. 
Eight tents, almost transparent with 
the incandescent lamps inside 
them, 
stood out last night like so many jew­ 
els against the velvet blackness of the 
forest on all sides. 
In the center of 
the tiny village a campfire burned, 
for it is nippy in the mountains these 
nights and around the fire nearly 50 
miles off the main line of any railroad 
where mails don’t reach, where tele­ 
grams are undelivered 
and 
where 
there are no telephone lines, sat the 
distinguished trio. 
Sato, 
a 
wizard-like 
Jap, 
moved 
swiftly about the camp, cleaning up 
the supper things. 
“I see,’’ said Henry Ford, holding 
up to the fire light a two days’ old 
paper which he had picked up in somq 
forgotten village, “ where there's a 
big rumpus over the cost of living 
down in Washington.” 
John Burroughs, the naturalist, who 
is 81, nodded affirmation. 
Thomas 
A. Edison, who is well past 70, dozed 
in his camp chair and said nothing. 
Tile electrical wizard has slept, mem­ 
bers of the famous camping party say, 
on an average of 15 hours out of every 
24 hours on the trip. 
“They’ll settle that problem some of 
these days,” continued 
Ford, 
“and 
like all things the solution will be easy 
when it comes. What the world needs 
is men who know how to do things.” 
“ Its a great problem, living these 
days,” said the famous naturalist. “ I 
can remember when I was a boy we 
used to buy things in bulk. They wore 
cheap then. 
Nowadays 
everything 
comes wrapped up in a fancy package. 
That’s one reason why the cost of liv­ 
ing is so high.” 
“ Yes,” agreed Ford, “but before the 
world can cut down the cost of living, 
it must eliminate the waste in its pro­ 
duction. 
We are years behind in our 
methods of farming. 
There are eight 
million farms in the United States 
and there are not more than 75,000 
farm tractors and 60,000 of those 
I 
made myself. 
The use of horses and

“What are going to do for m eat?” 
came a voice from the fireside. 
“You don’t need it,” was the reply. 
“The world would be better off with­ 
out meat, 
its 70 per cent ashes any­ 
way.

manufactured 
chemically. Every animal used on the 
farm these days is a waste of time.” 
“You can’t eliminate 
horses 
and 
cows and pigs,” interposed 
Mr. Bur­ 
roughs, stroking his patriarchal beard, 
“and speaking of wasting 
time 
re­ 
minds me of a story. 
“ A man once went to a farmer with 
a patent hog fattener. 
He said it 
would make hogs fat in short order. 
But the farm er thought the old meth­ 
od of feeding grain was 
the 
better 
way. 
“ ‘But’ said the salesman, ‘its such 
a waste of time!’ 
“W hat’s 
time to a hog?” said the 
farmer. 
“Tile reason the cost of living is 
so high nowadays,” said the venerable 
CaWforian, “is that we have too many 
luxuries. 
There is too much about 
our lives as lived today that is arti­ 
ficial. 
The luxuries of yesterday are 
the ne(cessiti«4f of today.*’ 
‘One of the reasons,” said 
II. 
S. 
Firestone, who with his son is a mem­ 
ber of the caravan de luxe, “is that 
too many people handle the stuff from 
the producer to the consumer. More 
efficient methods of distribution are 
needed.” 
‘That’s 
it,” 
interjected 
Ford.! 
“Take wheat for example. It’s grown! 
one place. 
It’s shipped away off and J 
ground. Then it’s shipped back. 
And 
the consumer pays for all 
that 
u n -j 
necessary hauling. There is too much 
railroad traffic. Let the producer truck 
his crop into a nearby community and j 
sell it there. Eliminate this expensive 
hauling. 
T hat’s one thine that will 
bring this high cost of living down, 
j 
'‘I know one thing that I can do to 
bring it down,” Mr. Ford went on. “ If 
for the next four or five years I would 
devote all my time to developing the! 
far attractor and put 
it 
on 
every 
farm in the United States it will bring 
down the cost of living. 
And I’m go­ 
ing to do it. 
It will cut down the 
wok on a farm to 20 days a year. 
Twenty days 
is all 
that a farm er, 
needs to work any way. He will some 
day. 
Now he works all the time and j 
doesn’t make any more money than he j 
could than by working twenty 
days. I 
His production is too high.” 
And they talked into the next day’s 
plans. 
The Edison-Ford-Burroughs- 
Firestone vacation is a nomadic we**k 
now they have roamed through the j 
Adirondaeks. 
They have no place 
in ; 
particular to go and no set time to, 
get there. 
They never know when 
the morning start is made, where they! 
will camp that night. 
They will keep ! 
on going until they get tired and no 
one knows when th at will be. 
They agree upon a meeting place 
for late in the afternoon. Then they 
start. 
Mr. Edison usually leads. But 
if he sees an enticing road along the 
line he takes it. 
Ford and Burroughs 
may or may not follow, just as they 
choose. They gathere at some agreed 
place and then look for a likely camp­ 
ing spot. 
And there is no dearth of 
such a spot in these mountains. 
Their caravan consists of five cars, 
two heavy touring cars, two others es­ 
pecially designed to carry their gen­ 
eral equipment and one general carry­ 
all. 
On one of the cars is a storage 
battery which each night gives them 
electric light. 
It also carries a m a­ 
chine shop, compact and built into the 
door of the car. 
Two chauffeurs serve 
as 
general 
handy men. 
They set up camp in 
an hour, electric lights and everything. 
Two ordinary gasoline stoves are set 
up. Sato, the efficient Jan, turns out 
meals that meet with wild approba­ 
tion. 
Last night a raspberry 
short­

Burroughs 
found the berries along the roadside 
and Sato did the rest. Everv one takes 
a hand at the work.

in Kentucky, Indiana and Tennessee. 
It is understood Chief Leo. B. Forst, 
of the federal laboratory, 
will 
he 
ready soon to submit a report of the 
le ts made. 
As the federal laws prohibit 
the 
manufacture of beer containing one- 
half of one per cent 
of 
alcohol, 
prosecutions may be in order if Dr. 
Font s report indicates any of the 
sample 
have been found to contain 
more than the amount stipulated by 
law. 
Sarnnle.s of beer also are being col­ 
lected by deputies from the office of 
United States Collector of Internal 
Revenue A. C. Gilligan.
